Was  said  to  have  taken  part  in  the  War  of  1812  and  to  have  been  at  the  Battle  of 

Sacketts  Harbor  in  1813,  Cannon  shot  connected  by  chains  used  at  that  time  are  said 

still  to  be  seen  in  the  trees  around  Sacketts  Harbor, 
Father  remembers  a  saddle  that  he  used  during  the  War. 

He  with  Freeman  B,  ,  a  son  of  Joseph  B,  were  the  first  me.x  to  really  settle  in  Harting- 
ton  district.  He  took  settlement  on  Cone.  7,  west  half  of  Lot  10,  which  he  bought 
from  Parker  Smith  in  Dec,  18,  1826  and  registered  Feb,  6,  1827,  and  for  which  he 
paid  Lb  75,  This  property  was  given  by  patent  to  Ben  Babcock  Nov,  30,  1807,  There 
was  a  query  as  to  how  the  deed  passed  from  Babcock  to  Snith, 

There  is  no  doubt  thai  he  did  not  stay  permanently  on  the  property  as  it  is  known  that 
he  stayed  often  with  his  parents  at  Storms  Comer  leaving  the  house  vacant,  Ths 
Indians  of  the  neighborhood  often  occupied  the  house,  one  thing  only  restraining 
them  from  entering.  This  was  when  sticks  were  crossed  over  the  door.  This  they 
knew  as  a  sign  barring  them  from  entering. 

At  times  he  and  his  family  stayed  with  his  wife's  uncle  "Bill  Johnston"  at 
Clayton,  During  the  Rebellion  of  1837  he  was  staying  at  Clayt&n  and  Grindstone 
Island,  Several  of  his  children  no  doubt  were  born  there.  There  is  also  agreat 
possibility  that  he  allied  himself  with  Bill  in  his  depredations  of  '37.  How- 
ever he  was  not  listed  as  a  Patriot, 
Shortly  after  '38  he  returned  to  his  property  and  worked  it  from  that  time  until  his 
death.  The  original  &kx  house  was  on  the  south  east  corner  and  was  of  log  HSfflfc 


Some  time  later  a  second  was  built  about  a  third  of  the  way  north  and  about  a  hun- 
dred yards  from  the  road.   (This  building  was  situated  directly  behind  the  present 
buildings),  I'he  following  represents  a  plan  of  it — 
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x'his  log  house  must  have  been  "built  shortly  after  1838  for  Grandfather  B.  remem- 
bers coming;  down  the  'outside  way'  as  a  small  "boy.  The  addition  was  built  shortly 
after  the  original  house. 

In  1874  the  White  House  was  built.  And  the  Brown  House  was  built  very  shortly 
after  1655  for  use  of  his  elder  son  John  who  was  married  in  that  year.  It  will 
be  noted  that  the  "White  House"  was  built  the  year  after  his  death, 
"is  wife  Adah  Ilaria  Randolph  was  born  in  Rome  ?T.  Y.  Jul.  3,  1801  the  daughter  of 
William  (?)  Randolph  and  his  wife  Olive  Powell.  When  under  6  years  of  age  she  went

At  the  attack  on  ^cketts  Harbor  the  British  crossed  the  lake  in  scows  and  dropped 
an  island  which  si%i  out  in  front  of  the  village.  From  here  they  landed  on  the 
island  and  by  the  usV^of  horses  (wooden)  in  the  shallow  water  the  men  were  able  to 
reach  the  mainland  almost  before  the  Americans  knew  they  were  attacking. 


JOHN  BURLEIGH  (BURLEY),  U.  E. 

-Although  I  had  listened  to  family  legends  from  my  earliest  childhood,  I  did 
not  become  greatly  interested  until  1923,  following  the  death  of  my  grandmother 
Burleigh,  The  story  of  the  family,  as  I  recalled  it  at  that  time,  was  that  the 
father  of  three  sons,  freeman,  John  and  Joseph,  had  been  living  in  New  Xork  State 
at  a  place  known  as  Martha's  Vineyard.  The  father  died,  and  shortly  thereafter  the 
family,  or  part  of  it,  came  to  Canada  when  the  country  was  first  settled.  According 
to  the  legend,  Freeman  and  John  had  come  first.  After  they  had  been  here  several 
years,  they  received  word  that  Joseph  and  his  young  family  was  about  to  emigrate 
from  his  home  in  the  United  Sates  to  be  near  his  brothers.  When  the  time  approached 
when  Joseph  was  to  arrive  in  Kingston,  Freeman  and  John  went  thither  to  meet  him. 
On  their  way  they  met  a  very  dark  woman  and  several  children  riding  in  a  cart.  On 
their  arrival  in  Kingston,  and  after  the  first  greetings  had  been  made,  Joseph 
asked  ikam  if  the  brothers  had  met  his  wife  on  the  road.  They  replied  that  they 
met  no  one  except  a  dark  woman  and  some  children  in  a  cart.  To  their  surprise  the 
brother  answered  that  she  was  his  wife.  Her  nationality  or  race  is  not  known,  but 
Joseph's  descendants  continue  even  to  this  day  to  be  decidedly  dark  in  complexion. 
When  I  asked  my  father  if  they  were  Loyalists,  he  said  that  he  was  not  sure,  but 
thought  that  they  were. 

One  other  story  which  may  have  a  bearing  on  those  early  days  has  to  do  with 
the  old  muBzle-loading  rifle  now  in  the  possession  of  my  brother.  As  I  recall,  it 
was  said  that  the  family  had  paid  twelve,  or  fourteen,  sheep  for  it,  and  that  it 
was  hidden  in  the  bottom  of  the  cart  under  articles  of  clothing,  so  that  the  guards 
would  not  find  it.  I  like  to  think  that  this  occurred  when  the  family  was  escaping 
from  the  American  Rebels  and  seeking  sanctuary  in  Canada. 

Further  questioning  brought  out  the  story  that  our  first  ancestor,  John,  then 

a  boy  of  fifteen,  had  spent  his  first  night  in  the  Township  of  Ernesttown,  sleeping 

under  a  fallen  log  on  Bath  Point.  This  story  led  me  to  believe  that  our  family  must 

have  arrived  with  the  very  first  settlers  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  if  not,  why  should 
he  have  been  forced  to  sleep  under  a  log? 


JOHN  BURLEIGH  (BURLEY),  U.  E.  2 

The  mother  of  these  three  brothers  was  said  to  have  been  a  I-BLss  Freeman,  who 
was  related  to  the  Freeman  family  of  Ernest  town  and  adjacent  townships.  It  was 
said  that  her  son,  Freeman,  was  so  named  because  of  this  relationship. 

That,  in  brief,  was  the  knowledge  I  had  obtained  up  to  my  graduation  from 
Queen's  University  in  1926.  In  the  summer  of  that  year  I  became  the  Resident  In- 
terne at  the  Memorial  Hospital  in  Albany,  N.  Y.  In  the  year  following  I  spent  a 
good  deal  of  my  spare  time  in  the  State  Library  in  that  city,  investigating  the 
colonial  history  of  New  York  and  the  New  England  States.  Mditional  research  in 
the  Public  Archives,  Ottawa,  Ont.,  and  in  our  own  region  of  the  Province  has  led 
to  an  accumulation  of  much  information  regarding  the  family,  all  of  which  is  the 
basis  for  the  following  account  of  our  family.

I,  *ohn  Wesley  Burleigh,  was  born  *anuary  22,  1857  in  the  township  of  Portland, 
Prontenac  bounty,  a  son  of  Sylvester  Burleigh  and  ^.artha  i'aylor.    Ify  grandfather, 
Gyrus  Burleigh,  a  son  of  vohn,  tu  K. ,  was  horn  at  Storms'  Corners.  His  mother  was 
o-yaia  Richmond,  a  daughter  of  a  prominent  Quaker  family  from  ITine  Partners,  :T„  Y. 
In  loli*  Cyrus  Burleigh  married  Ada  VL  Randolph,  a  niece  of  the  famous?  'Pirate  of  the 
ot.  Lawrence, • 'Bill '  ^ohnston.  in  1824  he  bought  the  west  half  of  lot  10  in  the  7th 
concession  of  Portland  township.  He  settled  here  when  there  were  no  other  families 
north  of  uarrowsinith,  then  ±aiown  as  Spike's  Corners.  He  died  in  1873  and  his  son, 
Sylvester,  continued  the  development  of  the  homestead. 

i  well  remember  the  'Barley  Lays'  in  Kastern  Ontario,  i  remember  also  the  build- 
ing "of  the  Kingston  &  Pembroke  railway,  x'hese  two  important  steps  in  the  development 
of  ^rontenac  CountySSt  came  at  the  same  time,  ^n  fact  the  first  car  loaded  at  Verona 
station  was  of  oarley  which  my  father  sent  with  fcxriKX  rye  to  Kingston. 

In  1879  or  188u  my  father  and  i  planted  about  forty  acres  of  barley  on  the  south 
half  of  our  farm,  it  was  a  wonaerful  crop.  A  wagon  entering  the  field  of  grain  and 
turning  shortly  towards  the  gate,  could  in  that  short  space  reach  sufficient  grain 
for  a  load,  ihe  total  yield  wa3  a  thousand  bushels. 

m  October  of  that  year  my  father  took  a  sample  of  the  grain  to  Kingston,  hoping 
to  make  a  sale.  .Dut  the  buyer  complained  of  a  few  seeds  of  oats  mixed  in  the  grain.  He 
refused  to  buy.  i.y  father  waited  until  the  next  month,  and  all  the  time  the  price  was 
rising.  Pinally,  when  it  had  reached  a  dollar  a  bushel,  iind  a  foot  of  snow  having 
fallen,  we  put  a  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  through  the  fanning  mill,  bagged  it  up 
and  loaded  it  on  two  sleighs,  ifte  next  morning,  a  cold  clear  November  day,  we  started 
before  daylight  for  r>ath,  hoping  to  sell  it  there. 

Our  route  took  us  through  Wolf  Swamp,  past  the  i>rady  rarm  to  Shiiley's  Corners. 
Prom  here  we  soon  reached  Wilton*  Prom  thence  we  went  to  ilili  Creek,  now  Odessa,  and 
following  the  upper  reaches  of  Llill  Creek,  crossed  Link's  Brodge  and  turned  south  to- 
wards iiillhaven.  Here  we  stopped  and  in  a  very  few  moments  had  sold  our  whole  crop 
to  Pry,  a  buyer  whose  real  occupation  was  that  of  glove-making. 

i  cannot  recall  ^ust  where  or  how  the  unloading  took  place.  I  think  it  was  between 
the  corner  and  the  V.'emp  Hotel,  i  do  remember  two  or  three  schooners  a  short  distance 
from  land,  it  seems  as  if  the  grain  was  carried  in  bags  from  the  sleigh  to  the  boat. 

Having  unloaded,  we  had  dinner  at  the  7/emp  Hotel,  and,  after  feeding  the  horses, 
we  returned  home. 

x'he  aay  following  we  were  busy  fanning  the  grain  and  loading  the  sleighs  for  the 
trip  the  next  morning,  xhis  procedure  kept  up  until  we  had  taken  our  thousand  bushels 
to  iiillhaven.  ±his  trip  was  all  of  twenty-two  miles,  and  while  it  was  made  by  sleigh, 
was  a  long  trip  when  returning  the  same  day. 

j-'his  sale  haxpenad  ^ust  before  *ry  absconded  with  the  farmer's  money,  i.iany  a 
farmer  was  mulcted  of  his  money  at  this  time.  One  man,  however,  did  not  get  nipped. 
He  was  a  cousin  of  ray  father,  and  lived  north  of  aath.  He  had  a  very  large  farm,  about 
seven  hunared  acres.  And  when  the  owners  of  the  boats  asked  such  an  exorbitant  price 
for  transporting  the  grain  across  the  lake,  he  bought  a  schooner  of  his  own  and  did 
his  own  transporting  to  Oswego. 

Much  of  the  barley  from  rrontenac  County  went  to  Kingston,  ihe  K.  4.-.  P.  R.  R. 
made  a  great  thing  out  of  it.  At  that  time  there  were  no  box  cars.  Plat  cars  were  used 
ana  a  crPouing  was  made  to  hold  in  the  grain,  xx  xsx  when  the  cars  reached  Kingston 
all  the  loading  was  done  by  stevedores  who  formed  lines  and  carried  the  grain  aboard 
in  bags.  One  load  going  to  Kingston  developed  a  leak  at  a  corner,  Phe  rough  roadbed 
scattered  a  good  portion  of  the  grain  along  the  ties 

grandfather  bought  the  i<±  island  place  when  i  was  13  years  old.  Phe  ox  yoke 
you  have  was  made  shortly  after  thisa  and  was  used  for  two  year  olds.  i'.jy  father  made 
it  about  1872.

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JOB  BURLEIGH  (BURLEY),  U.  E. 

Htbough  I  had  listened  to  family  legends  from  my  carliost  childhood,  I  did 
not  become  greatly  Interested  until  1923,  following  the  death  of  my  grandmother 
Burleigh.  The  story  of  the  f anily,  as  I  recalled  it  at  that  ti-c,  was  that  the 
father  of  three  sons,  Freeman,  John  and  Joseph,  had  been  living  in  -«w  fork  3b  ate 
at  a  place  known  as  - ^artha 1  s  Vineyard.  The  father  died,  and  shortly  thereafter  the 
family,  or  part  of  it,  came  to  Canada  when  the  country  was  first  settled 0  According 
to  the  legend,  freeman  and  John  had  come  first.  After  they  had  been  here  several 
years,  they  received  word  that  Joseph  and  his  young  family  was  about  to  emigrate 
from  his  home  in  the  United  Sates  to  be  near  his  brothers,  'hen  the  time  approached 
when  Joseph  was  to  arrive  in  lingston,  Freeman  and  John  went  thither  to  meet  him. 
On  their  way  they  met  a  very  dark  woman  and  several  children  riding  in  a  cart.  On 
their  arrival  in  ?3ngston,  and  after  Mm  first  greetings  had  been  made,  Joseph 
asked  ttant  if  the  brothers  had  met  his  idlfc  on  the  road,  -hey  replied  that  they 
met  no  one  except  a  dark  woman  and  some  children  in  a  cart.  To  their  surnriso  the 
brother  answered  that  she  was  liis  wife.  Her  nationality  or  race  is  not  known,  but 
Joseph's  descendants  continue  even  to  this  day  to  be  decidedly  dcrk  in  ccrjplexion. 
When  I  asked  my  father  if  thoy  were  Loyalists,  he  said  that  lie  was  not  sure,  but 
thought  that  they  were. 

One  other  story  which  may  have  a  bearing  on  those  early  days  has  to  do  with 
the  old  mux  ale-loading  rifle  now  in  the  possession  of  my  brother.  As  I  recall,  it 
was  said  that  the  family  had  paid  twelve,  or  fourteen,  sheep  for  it,  and  that  it 
was  hidden  in  the  bottom  of  the  cart  under  articles  of  clothing,  so  that  the  guards 
would  not  find  it.  I  like  to  think  that  this  occurred  when  the  f. -rally  was  escaping 
from  the  Aoeric an  Rebels  and  seeking  sanctuary  in  Canada. 

Further  questioning  brought  out  the  story  that  our  first  ancestor,  John,  then 
a  boy  of  fifteen,  had  spent  his  PLrst  night  in  the  Township  of  Irnesttown,  sleeping 
under  a  fallen  log  on  Bath  Point.  This  story  led  rae  to  believe  that  our  family  must 
have  arrived  with  the  very  firtrt  settlors  on  the  Lay  of  Quinto,  if  not,  why  should 
he  have  been  forced  to  sleep  under  a  log?

The  raothor  of  these  throe  brothers  was  said  to  have  boon  a   iss  Freeman,  who 
was  related  to  the  Jreetian  f  airily  of  >rnesttown  and  advent  townships •  It  was 
oaid  that  her  son,  i;rccman,  was  so  named  because  of  this  relationship. 

That,  in  brief,  was  the  knowledge  I  had  obtd.ned  up  to  my  graduation  from 
Queen's  University  in  1926,  In  the  summer  of  that  year  I  became  the  Resident  In- 
terne at  the  liemorial  Hospital  in  >tLbany,  U,  Y.  In  the  year  following  I  spent  a 
good  deal  of  ray  spare  time  in  the  State  library  in  that  city,  tllHirtfgrtlTtg  the 
colonial  liistory  of  ^ew  York  and  the  liew  England  States,  Additional  research  in 
the  Public  Archives,  Ottawa,  Ont#,  and  in  our  own  rer~Lon  of  the  Province  has  led 
to  an  accumulation  of  much  information  regarding  the  family,  all  of  which  is  the 
basis  for  the  following  account  of  our  f anily.

Traditional* 

I  have  always  been  told  by  my  family  that  these  two  families  were 
related.  It  is  said  that  the  first  Burleigfra  to  cone  to  Canada  were  the  chil- 
dren  of  John  !\a?ley  and  his  wife,  who  was  a  Freeman,  and  that  all  Preplans  in 
this  psr$  of  tho  world  wore  off  cousins. 

It  was  farther  stated  that  three  brothers,  •Xoplcy,  caue  to  this 
country}  two  came  at  first,  and  were  followed  by  several  years  by  a  third 
brother,  Joseph. 

Factual. 

The  U.  E,  List  states  that  John,  my  gr^at«^eatH-grandfatIie(ri.  was 
the  St&  stepson  of  Matthias  lose.  U*E*  This  John  was  baptised  by  .'lev,  John 
Langhorn  in  1791  as  the  son  of  John  oik!  Dorcas  Burley*  freeman  Burlay,  claimed 
as  a  brother  of  John,  Jr.,  arrived  from  the  7J.  °9  with   :i.  Rogers  sad  certain 
williams  men  (see  notes  sent  to  you)  in  173! #  Likewise,  the  T-.alaimand  papers 
note  the  arrival  of  Matthias  Boa©,  Sen,  wife  and  ?.  children  in  (wt#,  17&U 
A.  further  record  of  Loyalists  at  S&«  Joirn  states  that  Irs*  Hatfcias  ^oae,  aped 

with  two  children  aired  16  end  11,  in  July  ''.701.  This  family  sjppears  in 
subsequent  subsistence  records  and  are  shown  to  have  settled  in  Bfnesttown 
Township  in  June,  17rUi,  as  did  freeman  Barley,  tho  son  who  irarried  .TAisannah 
'.feese. 

The  rebel  Committee  for  Detecting  and  Defeating  Conspiracies,  ^pr. 
16,  1770,  had  T.m,  Rogers,  Matthias  lose  and  ;i;.icn  Ssrhart  on  hho  carpet  for 
"having;  pees  with  the  enemy, "  and  Gen*  Schsyler  suggested  that  they  be  set 
free  (pexhaps  because  they  were  his  tenants)  •  This  was  dons  asnd  they  ..ere  to 
smear  rerrlsrly  before  the  Coanittee.  On  Cct.  %  17^°,  they  appeared  to  enter 
into  new  recognizance,  ft  this  time  Boss  was  allowed  free  on  200  lb,  bail*  The 
bail  was  arranged  as  follows: 

Matthias  Rose  of  Saratoga     strict  LADDERS  in  BOQ  lbs. 
Freeman  Harligh  of  the  soap  place  FARtfSft  hi 3  Bail  in  2a)  lbs* 
Then,  when  it  is  noted  that  Join  Bushby  side  enlisted  with  Jessup  21  Aig*,  *77, 
and  was  captured  10  Oct.,  1777,  I  snail  a  ctcry.  Xbelierc  this  fco  he  John 
Burley,  the  father  of  Rreemsn  and  John,  and  the  husband  of  Dorcas  (I  have  ashed 
a  researcher  in  London  to  look  at  tho  original  records  to  see  if  Bashby  if 
Burley,  as  it  well  Eight),  I  suspect  that  this  John  died  shortly  thereafter* 
after  which  his  widow,  Lore  as,  married  Matthias  Hose,  a  widower  with  two  daus* 
I  then  assume  that  nose  moved  in  with  the  widow  on  her  former  husband's  leased 
farm*  I  say  this,  as  her  eldest  son,  Freeman,  was  listed  as  farmer  when  he  stood 
bail,  for  Matthias  Rose,  laborer.  Then,  whor  Loyalist  Claims  '..-ere  made,  lose  was 
really  claAmifig  for  his  wife 1  s  property.  Freeman  made  no  cl aim* 

In  17?0,  Joseph  and  Cornelius  Burleifsh,  in  Canada,  applied  for  lands. 
This  Joseph  our  family  admitted  was  a  brother  of  freeman  and  John,  and  it  is 
supposed  that  Cornelius  was  aire.  In  fact,  mp.  people  considered  tha  offspring 
of  Cornelius  to  be  relatives.  In  the  census  of  f  or  York  in  1790j  fchese  two 
men,  both  married,  wore  residents  of  Dutchess  County.  This  alone  makes  one 
suspect  that  John,  Sr*,  and  wife,  '"ore  as,  hod  relatives  and  connection  With 
Dutchess  County*  If  so,  then  I  suspect  that  relatives  took  two  of  the  orphaned 
hurley  children  in  1777  or  3. 

A  review  of  the  tax  lists  of  Dutchess  County  shows 
John  Burley  p^yintf  in  17*>0  to  1763. 

John  freeman    "      "   1760  and  ait  or  (His  claim  shows  that  ho  settled  in 
Saratoga  in  1766* 

This  places  both  men  in  Dutchess  County,  as  neighbors,  where  the  younger  Hurley 
c))ildren  grew  up  and  married. 

I  do  not  know  where  this  John  Burley  came  from,  however,  I  suspect 
that  he,  like  the  PTeemans,  came  across  the  border  from  Connecticut,  I  have 
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searched  time  and  again,  but  find  no  definite  clue,  A  Burleigh  Genealogy-, 
noting  descendants  of  Giles  of  Ipswich,  iiass.,  John  of  Connecticut,  and  Isaac 
of  Standi:;;;  Stone,  ?a.,  give  no  possible  clue*  So,  J  am  still  in  the  air. 

la  recorded  above,  John  Freeman  of  Saratoga,  from  Dutchess  County  in  1766, 
appears  to  be  a  brother  of  Dorcas,  wife  of  Jolin  Burley,  likewise  of  Garato&a* 
This  John  had  a  farm  of  195  acres  on  lease  forever  from  General  Schuyler.  lb 
was  on  this  farm  tnat  the  Dattle  of  Saratoga  was  fought  19  Sept.,  1777.  John, 
from  memorials  in  Ualdimand  Papers,  had.  served  as  gui.de  for  i^urgoyne'  s  army. 
Just  before  the  surrender,  %$  Cct.,  he  joined  Jessup's  King's  Loyal  faerie ans« 
After  the  surrender,  having  had  his  heme  and  croy>s  destroyed  aid  his  stock  taken, 
he  started  for  Canada  Ulifa  his  vif%t  five  sons  and  four  daughters,  3«newhere 
along  the  way  they  were  exposed  to  smallpox.  Ac  ■  result,  he,  Ids  wife,  four 
sons  and  two  daughters  died,  leaving  Thomas,  aged  13,  Mary  and  Dare  as,  both 
younger  than  he.  (  loaso  recall  that  John  Durley'e  mother  was  also  Dorcas)  These 
three  are  repeatedly  referred  to  in  !raLdimand  Paneri  as  orphans,  the  cliildren 
of  John  Freeman.  The  two  girls  were  forced  to  go  into  service,  liary  with  tho 
family  of  Capt.  Finn.  In  177"  she  married  Lewis  Fooh'r,  a  Loyalist  soldier. 
Dorcas  married  Jolm  Scott  in  17&L  They  settled  on  South  rtlver,  Ouebec.  The 
brother,  Thcrcas,  settled  in  August  a  ^cwnshit?,  near  1  'roc-rvillo,  and  later  in 
Drnesttown  Township.  JfaMrooi  relatives  still  reside  near  here. 

A  review  of  Dutchess  County  records  reveal  s  the  presence  of  a  number  of 
Freemans.  KJ  least  a  dozen  were  living  in  that  count:/'  in  17  F'--.    here  they  came 
from  is  a  question.  I  have  looked  over  several  Freeman  lines  and  find  no  loop- 
hole that  fits.  They  do  not  apparently  come  from  the  lines  of 
Edmund,  of  Sandwich,  Fans. 
Samuel  of  L'atertown. 
They  are  nrobal:Iy  fr; ...  the  lino  of  John  Freeman,  whose  descendants  settled  in 
Preston  and  Norvidh,  Conn.  I  have  a  good  deal  of  material,  but  cannot  find 
either  tliis  Jolm,  bom  about  If 30  and  Dorcas,  bom  1732-3.  Lec.iuse  of  this,  I 
am  alswys  open  to  help  and  suggestions.
